INDIAN AFFAIRS, 
WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH THE UTES! 
pecial Diswahs.to The Tribune. 

Wasuineron, D. C. Dec. 18.—The House 
Committee of Indian Affairs beld an impor- 
tant meeting today. Tre Belford resolution, 
calling for all the correspendence between the 
Indian Office and Gens. Match, Adams, and 
others relative to the late Vte war, and the 
Scales resolution, asking the Rogues to authorize 
the Committee to igyestigate the causes of said 
war, were favorably cogsidered, ‘The Hill rego- 
lution, authorizing the Secretary & the Interior, 
through a Commission of five beroms to be ap- 
pointed by the President, or by urect nego- 
tiation, to enter toto an agreetient with 
such of the Utes in Colorado as iaye not 
by acts of hostility forfeited then treaty 
rights, for their removal out of the Teritory, 
was taken up, and, after considerable tiscus- 
sion, an amendment offered by Mr. Hooke was 
adopted. The amendment provides that uch 
agreement shall be in conformity to the treaty 
now existing, which in turn provides that 0 
new treaty or- agreement shall be made wits 
such Indians looking to the extinguishment of 
their title except by the consent of four-fiftas of 
the adult Istion who have not forfeited 
their richta by acts of hostility against the 
United States. This proviso, which involves the 
whole question im controversy, as under it the 
indians can go or stay, was passed without op- 
position. The Commissiouer is in favor of giving 
the Indians 


A FAIR SHOW, 
The Colorado delegation will hold a confer- 
ence to-morrow to decide what they ought to do 
in the matter, If the resolution in’ its p t 
form passes both Houses it will give the peace- 
policy men a great advantage, as it will leave 
the Indians practically masters of the situation. 
The Colorado delegation wiil probably allow the 
bill to pass wie House in ise amended Shape, 
and then trust to a Conference Committee 
for an opportunity to make terms. Senator 
Teller says even by the terms of the resolution 
the Indians are cut off from protection by the 
treaty, ag more than four-fiiths of the adult 
male Utes were engaged in the recent hostili- 
ties. He believes that by that very act they 
have forfeited all their rights under the treaty, 
The difficaley will be to ascertain just who were 
and were not guilty of making war on the Unit- 
ed States. The question promises to be one of 
considerable interest. 

SCHURZ’S VIEWS. 

Secretary Schurz believes that the only satis- 
factory solution of the Indian problem is to 
be found in inducing the Indians to settle upon 
farms and renounce tribal relations. The re- 
mainder of their reservations could then be 
opened to settlement, and the proceeds doe de- 
voted t the benefit of the Indians. The Secre- 
tary eaid to-day that the Indians generally were 
coming to this conclusion themselves, and that 
the great Sioux reservations in the North were 
already in process of being disposed of in tnis 
way. A set of books have been prepared in the 
Department for the express purposes of 
the records of farm lands taken up by individ- 
us! Sioun Secretary Schurz says that the Utes. 
have deen better able hitherto to maintain 
themselves by hunting than any other tribe, 
game being more abundant in their reservation.

THIS IS DISAPPEARING HOW.

BAD WORMS. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune, 

Dyrnorr. Mich., Dec. 18.— About three weeks 
ago Henry Worms, a clothing merchant at Mus- 
keron, suddenly disappeared, and was next 
heard from ia Windsor, where the atmosphere 
is more conducive to bealth at this season of the 
vear than the culd winds of Northern Michigan. 
Shortly after his brother’s disappearance, Julius 
Worms, another member of the firm, is alleged 
to have sold out or disposed of the stock of 
goods in the store in a surreptitious or fraudu- 
leat manner. At any pate, be managed to close 
up his business and leave for Detroit Thurday 
morning with $9,300 in bis pocket, and before 
his tracks had grown cold a telegram was 
seat to the police of this city requesting them 
to arrest and detain Worms until certain charges 
of fraud made against him could be investi- 
gated. Detective Sullivan was at the depot 
when Worms arrived, and took him into ¢us- 
tody. In the meantime, another Worms (Mor- 
ris Worms), who bad remained at Muskegon, 
discovered that Jalius was to be arrested in 
Detroit, and sent 8 telegram in not haste to 
Henry. The latter hed reasons for not com- 
ing across the river. He engaged Frank 
Washburn, steward of the American House, 
to take proper steps tor obtainmng 
his brother’s release.

Bisbop caught bold of bis ieft arm, New- 
ell seized bim by the right arm, and in a trice 
Worms found himself being d ed down tbe 
stairs in the clutches of two sturdy minions of 
the law. Worms wes bustied out of the City- 
Hall and taken up Michigan avenue towards 
the Grand Truox Junction. The counsel! of 
Worms went before the Court and applied for a 
writ of habeas corpus, alleging that bis client 
bad been arrested in an ill manner. ‘The 
writ was granted, and the lawyer started iu 
1 but, finding that the officers 
ad outstripped him, returned to the city. 
In the meantime, a clerk of Worms’ 
named' Weitzel, who had been summoned 
to the city, chartered a milk-vender’s wagon, 


from town. Weitzel leaped upoo the back of 
a horse which was standing saddled by the road- 
side, end, after a tep-mile gallov, caught the 
tugitives. Presenting a revolver at the driver's 
head, be called upon him to stop, and com- 
pelled the officers to show authority for arrest- 
ing Worms. They produced a warrant, and 
were allowed to proceed, On reach: Grand 
Rapide they will be served with another writ, 
and the fun will be renewed.

BOTHERING THE POLICE. 

In days gone by the Boston Store on State 
street was a tiresome nuisance to the police, 
and the trouble was only abated by an order 
from the Superintendent of Police to make vo 
more arrests at that place except upon warrats 
sworn out properly before some Justice. Sea's 
notion store in the same locality is causins 
similar trouble at the present time, and 
scarcely a day passes without 
being called uoon to make an errest there. 
Yesterday a policeman was called off an im- 
portant post at one of the crossmgs to go to the 
Armory with a woman, Mrs. Mary Maloney, who 
bad been caught shoplifting a wooien tippet, 
dirty and ragged, and not worth more than a 
shilling. Monday he will be in court for an hour 
or two awaiting the trial of the case, and cer- 
tainly this is not serving the citizens, Anovher 
case which came up yesterday bas aroused the 
indignation of some of the police. A young 
and comely woman giving the name of Mary 
Smith was, while in Sea’s store, placed under 
arrest by one of the clerks, who charged ber 
with baying attempted to steal a ring, when in 
truth she bad accidentally knocked the ring off 
the tray, and, without noticing it, bad gone on 
her way. Sbe was taken to the rear of the store 
and subjected to the illegal process of searcb- 
ing. ‘lhen she was turned over to the 
police upon a charge of larceny. Instances 
are known, where persons caught shoplifting 
have been given the opportunity of paving some 
exorbitant sum of money or of going te the po- 
lice station, though this scandalous practice 
is unknown in Mr. Sea’s store. Yester- 
day a boy named Frank Ellis was held 
to the Criminal Court in $300 by Justice 
Wallace for shoplifting some small articies, and 
thus it is almost every day of the week. This 
store, and smaller ones of the same character, 
are daily crowded, and, unless some provision is 
made to prevent shoplifting, the police might as 
well quit making arrests, except upon Warrants. 


MISCELLANEOUS.

Great Reduction of Death- Rates in India, 
London Times, Nov. 29. 

There are few more pathetic passages in 
Thackeray’s writings than those, scattered here 
and tkere, in which be refers to the cost at 
which the English Empire in India has been con- 
quered and must be maintained. They convey 
tue prevalent or almost the unehallenged opiu- 
ion of his time, to the effect that Iudia was a 
grave for European children, and little betser 
than a pest-ouse for a large proportion of 
European adults. It seems but yesterday since 
he wrote, yet the small intervening time has 
Witnessed the occurrence of great changes. 
Disease, even in India, is no longer rewarded as 
the outcome of inacrutable or unalterable 
but as a result capable of being produced by 
neglect or prevented by precaution. We have 
before us the report presented to Parllameut of 
the results of sanitary measures in Iudia in the 
vears I-78, and it would be difficuit to 
imagine, as far as the European troops are con- 
cerned, abything more encouraging. Royal 
Com mission on the sanitary state of the Indian 
army declared in 1863, as an incentive to exer- 
tion upon »the lines which it pointed out, that 
the annual death- rate of the pean troops in 
India might eventually be brought down as low 
as to 20 in the thousand; but the actual 
rate in the year 1877 has been no more than 


fully appreciated by 
with the rates 
Without going * 90 
— which bas deen recorded within 
wing memory, it ma de 
in Bengal, in the period — 1961 es — 
the rate was 20.30 per thousand; Sete toa 
and 1870 it was 27.48 per thousand: aud between 
1871 and 1875 it was 18.50 per thousand. The 
mortality among European troops in Bengal 18. 
therefore, a little more than one-third of that 
which prevailea less than twenty ago, and 
is little more than half that to w „less than 
twenty years ago, the Royal Commission vent- 
ured to hope it might ultimately be redaced. On 
an average strength of 60.000 men, the 
represents the aunudal saving of about 
lives. It was in contemplation, 


diseases. It is admitted, in view of the large 
outlay for new barracks, and other sanitary im- 
provements, that there may have teen in some 
cases extravagance in the style of onstruction; 
but it is urged in extenuation tha the results 
to the general health of the troops as compared 
with former years, have been mos satisfactory. 
The old calcuiation was that erery European 
soldier in India cost his cousiry a hundred 
pounds to get him there; and, therefore, with. 
out reckoning the better health and inc 

ency of the survivors, de diminished 
mortality alone points to the saving, 
in one year, of scarcely less thao 2 
bundred thousand pounds. itis very worthy of 
note that the improved health of the European 
troops bas been coincident with a period of great 
suffering and mortality, from famine and its 
consequences, among the ciyil populations im- 
mediately around. 

The facts above stated, which are worked out 
in great detail in the report, are used by tne 
Arm Sanitary Commissioa to prove bow small 
an amount of death in India is reallv due direct- 
ly to climate, and bow large ap amount is due 
to neglect of conforming bersonal babits to the 
requirements of climate. Drink, overfeeding, 
cold, damp nights after hot days in the absence 
of suitable flanve! underclothing, exposure to 
cold air biasts while asleep, «nd “ possibly ”’ 
drinking water of dowstful purity are euumer- 
ated as the chief causes of preventable disease.

SPORTIN G. 
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DWYER AND RYAN. 
New Wark Sun, Pec. 10. 

A rattling rough-nnd-tumble fight took place 
at 4 o’clock yesterday moraing ina well-known 
up-town resort fer sporting men on the West 
Side, between the champion of America, Joho J. 
Dwyer, of Brooklyn, and the giant of Troy, 
Paddy Rvan. It will be remembered that these 
two men have been talking fleht for the last 
three years. John J. Dwyer was born at St. 
Johns, Newfonndland, Aug. 15, 1847, and when 
very young was brought by his parents to the 
States. Heis 5 feet 94g inches in height, and 
weighs 210 pounds. His chest measures 41K 
inches; forearm, 16 inches. He has had numer- 
ous off-hand figuts, but has never fought in a 
prize- ring but once, when he conquered James 
Elliott et Long Point, Canada, May 8, 1879, for 
$2,000 und the championsbipof America. Padd v 
Ryan, the Trojan, was born in ireland, and was 
matcived in June last against Dwyer for $2,000 
and the championship of America. He is known 
in Troy as the Connemara ram.“ He is in bis 
271h vear. stands six feet two inches high, and 
weighs 210 pounds: His friends say that he ts 
niucky. Dorer entered the sporting resort 
where Ryau was sitting, after baving induiged 
romewhat iv stimulants. Dwyer had also been 
drinking a little. For three hours a discussion 
was carried on as to the relative merits of Dwyer 
and Ryan. After a while Ryan accused Dwyer 
of haying him double-banked“ by his gang 
some time ago in Brooklen, where three of 
Ryan’s teeth were knocked out, and be was be- 
ing stabbed and kicked. He was laid up for 
three weeks. This, his friends said, was the 
reason that be faiied to meet Dwyer at that time 
in a fair stand-up fight. Dwyer positively de- 
nied that he had anvthing to do with the 
double-banking, and s@id, on the contrary, he 
protected and saved Rrau's life. 

All the party shook bands and became friends. 
Dwyer wert outside, but this did not suit the 
gang. A number of mischief-makers were after 


Dwyer, and told him to come back, as Ryan had 


said that he would “smash bim in the nose.“ 
The consequence was that Dwyer entered the 
bar-room again, aud, walking rashly toward 
Ryan, asked bim if be had said that he would 
smash bim in the nose. Ryan said: Yea, 
provided you were the author of the words in 
your challenge that I wag a looking-glass fight- 
er.“ Dwyer said he was theauthor. At it they 
went. Ryan sent ina blow on DUwyer’s face. 
covering it with blood, and then threw him 
down on the floor witha heavy thud. After a 
terrible struggle of seren miuutes Dwyer was 
picked up off the floor as weak as a baby. Sev- 
eral other rougb-and-tumbie fights took place 
while the melee was going on, in which a well- 
known Brooklyn Alderman got badly 
bandied. Kyan, when taken off of Dwyer. 
was in a terrible rage. He scattered his 
friends from bim like chaff, and, rushing at 
Dwyer like a roaring lion, hit him three or four 
sledge-hammer biows. Dwyer, who was sitting 
in his chair, never raised his hands to resent the 
attack. After both men were washed off, 
Dwyer wanted to go out of town and have it out 
io a fair stand-up ficht. Ryan said, All richt.“ 
but, under a misunderstanding of Dwyer’s 
proposition, went out into the middie of the 
street to fight Dwyer, but be was called back by 
his friends, who told bim that was no place to 
fight, as the police would arrest them. Fioally 
it was arranged that the men should go out of 


town and fight. Both Ryan and Dwyer agreed 


to this. Ryan and bis frirud drove in coaches to 
the Rossmore Hotel, but the friends of Dwver, 
who was badly bruised, elected that he should 
be taken to his home. The fizht bas caused a 
great deal of commentin the various sporting 
resorts. The police sent out a general alarm to 
stop the fleht, and all the principal roads and 
avevues leading out of town were watched. 
McComb’s dam bridge was cuarded by officers, 
who were in hopes of arresting the combatants 
and preventing the fignt.

business. He states that he has recently caused 
an examination to be made into the aceounts of 
the Company, and finds that it is insolvent; that 
it bas exceeded its corporate powers, hag. 
failed to comply with the Insurance law 
and has deen and is a fraud — 
the public; and, so far as it has transacted an 
busmess, has done so in defiance of law and in 
furtive and improper mauoer, and with the jp. 
tent to deceive the public’ and defrand the jn, 
sured therein. The usual iojunction, Receiver 
and decree winding ud its affairs are then asked 
for. 

The report on which this petition wag 
was made bv J.J. Brinkerhoff, and be states 
that the charter under which the Company wag 
organized was granted Feb. 16, 1885, to the 
Western Fhontx Insurance Company, and the 
name changed last August to that of the Im 
nots Insurance Company. The present officers 
are R. J. Waters, President; R. Mickel, Vicg. 
President; A. 8. Peck, Secretary; und the Di. 
rectors are Waters, Peck, Mickel, ang 
B. H. Weiler. The new Company never file@ 
any report or statement, so that the De 
ment at Soringfield could know of its e 1 
but it claims that the old charter was in some 
way keot alive, notwitnstanding the clause of ° 
the Insurance law, which provides that the 
charters of all insurance com panies inco 
in this State which have ceased to do 
for one year shal! be held to be extinet. The 
only evidence which couaid be obtained wag de- 
rived from some scanty records ot the old 
** Pheenix,’? by which it appeared a 
meeting was held Oct. 25, 1874, and a members’ 
meeting April 3, 1876. The record aleo 
that the old Company issued three policies in 
1866 to three Directors of the Company for 
$100 each on their perso property 
wherever located. for the term oF 
five years. A period of five years 
then intervened, during which no policy was is- 
sued. in 1871 the three policies issued in 1866 
were renewed. Noo ier policy was issued un- 
til 1874,—more than three years afterward, 
when four more policies were issued. These. 
policies were issued ov he personal property of 
the officers or Directors wherever located, pre- 
sumably, the Examiner says, without the par- 
ment of premiums, as no evidence of any par- 
ment was found, and no book of any character 
whatever, except the record“ pertaining to 
the history of the concern prior to duly, 1879, 
was produced.

Matrimonial Permits During the Week. 

The number of marriage licenses issued au- 
pears to have dropped along with the mercury, 
as only eichty-seven werejiasued last week. The 
youngest aspiramt for matrimonial honors was 
15 years of age, and the oldest had reached the 
mature age of 52.

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JUDAS MACCABCQUS. 
THE HERO OF THE JEWISH WAR OF INDEPEND- 
ENCE. 

In the series of biographies now publishing by 
the Putnams under the collective title of The 
New Plutarch.“ the latest and, in some re- 
spects, most interesting volume is The Life of 
Judas Maccabceus,”’ by Claude Reignier-Conder. 
In this sketch of an important episode in Jewish 
history, the author has drawn bis historical data 
mainly from the ‘Antiquities’? of Josephus, 
and the first Book of Maccabees, but be has 
given completeness and vivacity to bis narrative 
by portraying the contemporary social and re- 
ligious life of the Jews, for which be hag had 
recourse to Talmudic documents, and by an at- 
tempt to delineate the scenes amid which the 
story is cast, including the battle-fields of the 
Hebrew revolution. In these local studies, which 
are remarkably painstaking and effective, Mr. 
Conder bas bad the advantage of a survey of 
the ground during a sojourn in Palestine. It 
ought to be said, moreover, that, althoagh this 
memoir is of no great compass, it not only re- 
counts the facts of the short career of Judas, 
but undertakes to outline the development of 
the nation during the period of partial or com- 
plete independence from Ezra to the Herodian 
age, and to estimate the true value of the achieve- 
ments of the Hasmonean family as influencing 
the later history of the Jews, a 

It will de remembered that Palestine, ou th 
death of Alexander, became part of the Asiatic 
Kingdom of the family of Seleucus reigning in 
Antioch, and so remained, without much dis- 
turbance, if we except occasional assaults from 
the Ptolemid Kings of Egypt for about 150 years. 
Under the earlier Seleucide, this corner of their 
dominions attained to a condition of prosperity, 
and the Jews acquired a political consideration 
far beyond that enjoyed under Persian rule. 
The Asiatic successors of Alexander pursued 
the same system of religious toleration which 
be had inaugurated, and the relations between 
the orthodox Jews and the heathen world were 
more friendly than at any previous or subse- 
quent period. The change of policy on the part 
of the Seleucid monarchs, which drove the He- 
brews to revolution. began with the accession 
of Autiochus Epiphanes. One of the first acts 
of the new King was to revoke his father’s ces- 
sion of Palestine to Egypt. and soon afterward 
* B. C.) he installed one Menelaus as High 

riest at Jerusalem, to the exclusion of bis 
brother Jason, the rigbtful claimant of that 
office. During an expedition of Antiochus 
against Egvp report of the King’s death was 
spread bros d, and Jason, the true heir of the 
last High Priest, attacked the King’s nominee 
Menelaus, in Jerusalem, and shut hitn up in the 
stronghold of the city. This outbreak afforded 
Autiochus a pretext be was eager to seize, bav- 
ing become acquainted in his first visit with 
the wealth of the Jerusalem Temple. The city 
was accordingly occupied by his troops, and 
given over to be sacked. A general massacre 
of the inhabitants and conflagration of the 
public buildings ensued, and the accumulated 
treasures of the Temple, including the golden 
candlestick, the altar of incense, all the sacred 
vessels, and even the veils and crowns of the 
sanctuary, were carried away to Antioch. Such 
were the events immediately preceding the re- 
volt which broke out two years later; but, in 
order to appreciate its sienificance, the author 
devotes anumber of chapters to the social and 
religious condition of the nation at this epoch. 
Of course the creation of au independent Prince, 
or Ethnarch, which, after the struggle of a 
quarter of a century, was the fruit of the up- 
rising, had little political importance, since the 
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whole country did not greatly exceed the area 
of Yorksbire. We cannot overlook the fact 
Lbowever, that Palestine was the cradle of 
Christianity, and that the Jewish religion, which 
Judas saved and defended, became the basis of 
the faith of Christendom, and thus mediately 
shaped the history of Europe. 

It appears that a silent transformation in 
Jewish thoughts and babits had nearty culmi- 
nated at the time when Antiochus Epiphanes 
came to the throne. The influence of Greek 
culture was beginning to be profoundly felt, not 
only in Egypt and Syria among the colonized 
Jews, but even in Palestine and in the Holy 
City. It was probably the obstinate and ill-ad- 
vised measures enforced by Evipbanes which 
really saved Judaism by provoking a reaction 
that purged it of every foreign element and per- 
maneutly stamped it with a distinct character of 
its own. The contest between thetwo claimants 
above-mentioned for the office of High Priest 
seems to bave been purely personal, for both 
were deeply tainted wita Hellenizing heresies. 
It was Jason, for instance, the popular candi- 
date, who introduced the fashion of wearing a 
"hat, and familiarized the Jews with a multi- 
tude of Greek customs. It was he, too, 
who established a gymnasium under the 
western wails of the Tempie, where the 
Priests of Jehovah were to be seen casting 
aside their sacred robes and contending for 
popular applause in the heathen game of discus 
Greek festivals, also, such as feasts of Bacchus’ 
bad begun to be celebrated in Palestine, and 
Jason, we are told, sent representatives with 
rich presents to attend the gamesio honor 
of Hereules, which took place every fifth year 
at Tyre. Such innovations were naturally 
viewed by the orthodox Hebrews mucb as the 
old Turk “ of our day regards the customs of 
the Frank, and just as the young Turkish party 
apes the irrelizion and immorality no less than 
the dress of the West, so did the Hellenizing 
countrymen of Judas Maccabeus imitate the 
frivolities and vices as well as the costume of 
the Greeks. Such was thestate of nationai feel- 
ing when the savage and disappointed 
Antiochus, compelled by the interference of 
Rome to stay his hand from the complete con- 
quest of Egypt, formed the project of destroy- 
ing all that wae distinctive in Jewish customs 
and religions. Accordingly, one of his officers, 
Apollonius, was made Governor of Palestine, 
and instracted not merely to collect the taxes, 
but to crush out by stringent measures every 
usage which had marked out the Jew from his 
fellow subjects. Circumcision, for instance, 
was forbidden, the Sabbath was to 
desecrated, the copies of the Law to be 
collected and burnt, the Jews to be 
forced to eat swine’s flesh. and the Temple to 
be reconsecrated to Jupiter Olympus. It seems 
that the sanie edict was to be enforced against 
the Samaritans, and their temple at Gerizim, 
and that Apolionius, after desolating Jerusa- 
lem, went next to fulfill bis mission in the 
northern capital, Shechem. For the moment, 
the Greek policy triumphed and the party of 
Hellentzers was so strong in the Hebrew capi- 
tal that it was impossible for the few devout 
Jews there left todo more than meet martyr- 
dom courageously. A citadel, moreover, w 
ereated on a little knoll just where the Chu 
of the Holy Sepuichre now stands, and being 
gurrisoned by Macedunians and renegade Jews, 
was not overthrown for twenty-seven years. A 
death- stroke was apparently leveled at the old 
order of things, when on the 15th day of De- 
cember, 170 B. C., a heathen altar was set up on 
the great rude stone altar in the Temple court, 
and for te: days sacrifices of swine were there 
offered to the Greek Jupiter. Bat, although 
the suporess tou of the Jewish ritual encountered 
little opposition in Jerusalem. the edict of Au- 
tiochus met ne a very gg reception in 


a Jittle mountain village called 
Modin, to the northwest of Jerusalem, that the 
revolt broke out. Hither an aged priest named 
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the discontented and s, and at 
length the insurgents placked up heart to un- 
dertake a guerrilla warfare against the Greek 
Governor and the apostate villares, and were 
successful in many nicut attacks. From the 
outset this party was distinguished by its strict 
archaic urthodoxy, altho curiously enough, 
one of the first acts of Mattathias was to modify 
the law of Moses. It seems that a body of a 
thousand rebels, drawn from the so-called Chas- 
idim, or Puritans, were attacked on a Sabbath 
day in a cavern, and, aS they would not break 
the Sabbath rest by using their weapons, they 
lost their lives to a man. After this catastrophe 
it was decided, notwithstanding the opposition 
of some Puritans, that self-defense against 
Gentiles was to be held lawful even on the Sab- 
bath. Amid such skirmishes and vicissitudes 
the insurrection had continued to smolder for 
about a year when, in 167 B. C., Mattathias died, 
exhorting his sous and their adherents to ac- 
cept Judas as the ablest leader, and his elder 
brother, Simon, as the wisest counsellor. It 
was thus that Judas Maccabeeus found himself 
at the head of-a small but disciplined and reso- 
lute band of enthusiasts, pledged to free their 
bretbren from both the Greeks and the Hellen- 
istic Jews, and to re-establish the independence 
of the nation 

No doubt the aims and views of the party of 
which Judas was the head expanded with time 
and with success. At first they were satisfied 
with attacking, as we have said, some neighbor- 
ing villages, but by and by they ventured to op- 
pose the Greek garrison of the Jerusalem cita- 
del, and later the Samaritan militia collected by 
Apollonius. <A far graver danger was broucht 
upon them by the latter’s defeat, for no sooner 
bad it come to the ears of the King in Antioch 
than he dispatched his General. Seron, with an 
army of regular troops, then garrisoning Cele 
Syria. In the year 166 B. C. this formidable 
force commenced its ascent toward Jerusalem 
by the main road from Lydda, and it was on a 
stony knoll overlooking the little Village of 
Ajaloo, almost on the very spot where Joshua 
had stood, that Judas Maccabeus now awaited 
the new foes of his country. Falling suddenly 
on the enemy with every advantage of ground, 
and in a country suited to an irregular attack, 
Judas, with bis handful of followers, gained 
his most important victory. By this battle of 
Betbboron the iodependence of the Jews was, 
for the moment, secured, and, the attention of 
Antiochus being now diverted to Parthia, the 
conduct of the next campaign was left to the 
Viceroy Lysias. In the next year, 165 B. C., 
three new Generals were dispatchea to recon- 
quer the stubborn corner of hill country where 
the Jewish rebel hela his own, and a force of no 
less than 40,000 foot and 7,000 horse is said to 
have been under theircommand. Avoiding the 
Bethhoron Pass, they prepared to ascend by the 
high road leading to Jerusalem from the west, 
and took almost exactly the same route as that 
afterward followed by Richard Cœur de Lion in 
his march from Acre. Profiting by a division of 
the Greek vanguard, Judas fell on some 3,000 
Greeks in camp, and afterward encountered the 
advanced division under Georgias, who, vanic- 
stricken by the sicht of their p in flames, 
were routed without hard fighting. The newa 
of this defeat at Emmaus, the second pass lead - 
ing to Jerusalem, reached Lysias, who was com- 
ing up with the main body of the Greek army, 
now swollen by fresh levies to 60,000 men. 
Changing his live of attack, the General moved 
up the broad Valley of Hah and gained the 
Pass of Bethsura, some twenty miles from the 
Capital. It was here that Judas posted himself 
with a force augmented.by bis success at 
Emmaus to 10,000 soldiers, lo the battle which 
ensued the Jews seem to have again bad the 
advantage of the ground; at ail events, the 
army of Lysias was defegted and dispersed, 
and for the next two yeafs Judas was left en- 
tirely undisturbed dy the Seleucid Generals. In 
164 B. C., however, Judas made four protracted 
and successful expeditions against the border- 
ing tribes to the south and east of Judea, and, 
although he bad not to coatend with trained 
soldiers such as the Captains of Antiochus had 
brought agaiost him. yet bis skillful condact of 
along march through a country infested with 
guerrillas attests considerable military talent. 
It is noteworthy tbat his return from 
each of these expeditions was marked 
by a wholesale emigration of the out- 
lying Jews, and it would seem that the 
dense population of Judea remarked in later 
times dates from this 2 In the same year 
Antiochus Epiphaves dial, having been unsuc- 
cessfal in his assault upen de shrine of Arte- 
mis, in Klam, which thus ved the fate of 
the Temple of Jenovah. He was afflicted with 
an incurable disease, ia which contemporary 
Greeks chose to see the vengeance of te god- 
dess, and his latter days were embittered by 
continua! reports of Judean victories, and of the 
consolidation of the Hasmonean power. The 
mdependence of the Jews was now a fact, al- 
thougu not yet recognized by the great rulers 
of tne Eastern world, the Kings of Egypt and 
Syria. The Hellenistic heresy, however, was 
not yet rooted out, for a latitudinarian Jew still 
held the office of High Priest, and a Macedonian 
garrison kept the castle of Jerusalem. The 
Samaritans, too, were flourishing, Judas not bav- 
ing ventured to attack these enemies of his 
countrymen in the strong mountains around 
Shechem, and it was not until another thirty- 
five years had elapsed that this final triumph 
was attained by his nepbew. Nevertheless, the 
nucleus of a strong kingdom had been formed 
in the hills around Jerusalem by the Fathering 
in of the scattered Israelities of Gallilee and 
Perca, and the vitality of the vew State and 
of the reformed religion was superabundant. 
We need not say that the puritication of the 
Temple bad been speedily performed, and that 
the solemn service so graphically described in 
the Mishna was restored. How to deal with 
the stones of the old altar seems to have been 
a difficult problem. Having been profaned, 
they were no longer fit for the service of Jeho 
vah; neither could «hey, having been at one 
time consecrated, be cast aside. They were ac- 
cordingly piled up in a chamber, there to re- 
main until a propbet should arise to show what 
should be done with them. The divinely-com- 
missioned messenger was never recognized, and 
the stones were finaily scattered no man knows 
where. 


Of the life of Judas Maccabeus, only seven 
years are known to history, and the last two 
present a record, not of brilliant successes, bu: 
of misfortune and untimely death. In the 
spring of 163 B. C., Lysias, now the guardian of 
the boy King and protector of the realm, ad- 
vanced, with a force of 100,000 foot and 20.000 
‘calvary. to the relief of the garrison in Jerusa- 
lem. Although in the battle which ensued at 
Beth-Zacharias, Judas evinced his usual skitl 
in the choice of a defensive position, he bad to 
contend with more formidable foes than any he 
had before encountered. Not only was the artny 
of Lysias acarly twice as large as that defeated 
at Bethsura, but a new and terrible feature was 
added in the thirty-two elephants which accom- 
pavied the forces. In vain did a brother of 
Judas sacrifice his life to show how easily the 
huge avimals might be defeated; the Jewish 
army was discomfited, as the Romans were to 
be by the same agencies in their first battle 
with Pyrrhus, and Judas, retreating to the 
capital, prepared to stand a siege. The city 
would undoubtedly have been taken had not 
Lysias been cailed away to encounter a com- 
petitor for the post of guardian in Syria. 
The Jews, however, had agreed, in the species 
of treaty concluded, to pay henceforth the or- 
dinary tribute, being left free in other respects 
to obey their national laws. ‘The reputation of 
the Hasmoneans had been seriously com promised 
by the events of this campaign, and we never 
hear again in the )fetime of Judas of those en- 
thusiastic and confident hosts which he formerly 
commanded. 

In the year 162 B. C. the Hellenizing party in 
Jerusalem, headed by the new Hich Priest, au 
appointee of Lysias, seems to have been driven 
out of Jerusalem, and a General named Nicauor 
was sent from Antioch to reinstate them. In an 
ambush near Adasa, Judas, with about 1,000 
men, surprised tne Greek General, and put to 
the sword a great part of his army, said to have 
numbered 9,000, although the Second Book of 
Maccabees, w.th its fabulous exaggerations, 
reckons the slain alone at 35,000. Such as it 
was, the victory of Adasa was the last gleam iu 
the story of Judas’ life. In the sHring of 161 
B. C. he was assailed by a fresh army, and, al- 
though he now had thrice the number with him 
that he bad commanded at Adasa, bis truops 
were entirely defeated and be himself was slain. 
He left, however, to his countrymen a precious 
legacy in the shape of a Roman alliance, Am- 
bassadors having beeo sent to Italy immediately 
after the battle of Adasa. Not jong after the 
death of Judas the news reached Palestine that 
an offensive and defensive league had bound the 
Komans to defend the Jews bereafter against 
the Seleucid sovereign. By this piece ot diplo- 
macy the Hasmonean warrior showed that he 
was not wanting in the sagacity of a statesman. 
His foresight provided a protection for Jewish 
freedom and faith, which probably saved them 
from utter extinction, althouch the same al- 
lianoce which in the next thirty years made Judea 


an independent Kingdom proved in another

Yesterday afternoon a reporter happened to 
meet Rabbi Felsenthal, of this city, and, refer- 


ring to the paragraph just quoted, asked the 
Doctor: 

Are you of the same opinion as your New 
York colleague?” 

* Decidedly not; it is, on the contrary, my ex- 
pectation that in the future, perhaps not very far 
off, a union will be effected between Reformed 
Judaism and the more advanced wing of Unita- 
rianiam. Or, to be more exact, I expect that 
the more advanced Unitarians will give up all 
self-deceptive claims of being Christians: and 
will join the Jewish Church. If I say the Jew- 
ish Church,’ I mean, of course, the so-called Re- 
formed Judaism. The same has already broken 
with almost all pecutiar vewish rites and cere- 
monies, while it retains with fervor the grand 
central idea of Judaism, to-wit: Monotheism, 
pure and unaduiterated.

And, if so, how could be 
come out with bis sharp and rejecting remark, 
and speak of the great distance between the 
Unitarian and the Jew?” 

**F contess this puzzled me too when I read it. 
There are Israelites, and a great number of 
them, who share the view expressed by Rabbi 
Huebseb. Bat they ate orthodox Israelites. 
Jewish orthodoxy maintains that Israel is a race, 
a nationality, and must never give up bis race- 
ship. But Jewish reform says, We are now 
standing belore the threshold of a new period 
iu the history of Judaism, and in this new period 
the Jewish Church will not cling any fhore to 
the obsolete idea of a Jewish nationality, and 
still less to the dangerous consequences which 
logically will spring forth from this idea: Juda- 
ism has to raise itself to a higher plane, and de- 
clare, From now and henceforth Judaism 1s a 
religion, only a religion, and nothing more than 
a religion.”’ 

ou see now, Rabbi Felsenthal continuea, 
‘“‘what Dr. Huebsch meant when he spoke of 
the wide chasm between Jews and Unitarians. 
Certstulx, if the Israelites are understood to be a 
race, and all of them to be connected by the ties 
of blood-relationsbip, se to say, then there is a 
greater distance between the Semitic Jew and 
the Aryan Unitarian than between the Aryan 
Unitarian and the Aryan Roman Catholic. But, 
from this standpoint, Dr. Huebsch might just as 
well have asserted that there isa greater relig- 
ious distance between the Calvinist of Geneva 
and the Calvinist of Edinburg than between the 
Calvinist of Geneva and the Catholic of Geneva. 
However, the time has now come for a better, a 
higher. conception of the spirit that is to unite 
Israel. Religion, and not blood, will hereafter 
be the distinguishing feature of Judaism.“ 

But the Arvan Unitarian and the Semitic 
Unitarian may yet prefer to remain separated,“ 
the reporter said, and each of these classes 
may continue in its own course!“ 

At present, and for the next future, this 
will undoubtedly be sa. But I believe there are 
already some indications perceptible of a friend- 
lier-disposed spirit for Judaism among our 
Aryan coreligionists than heretofore. Preju- 
dices are slowly vanishing. In proof of this let 
me remind you of the several cases of exchange 
of pulpits between Jewish and Unitarian minis- 
ters which bave taken place during tLe last five 
years. Let me further remind you of the Rev. 
Charles Voysey, a minister of a Unitarian con- 
gregation in London, who for several years has 
disclaimed to be a Christian, and agitates from 
his pulvit for some kind of a union with the 
Jewish Church.“ 

* do not know, Doctor, but I believe you are 
too sanguine in your hopes.“ 

„Well, upon this we can as vet not judge. I 
do certainly not expect that already in the next 
General Synod of the Unitarian Church of the 
United States a motion will be made by any of 
the delegates to procigim that ‘We bave ceased 
to be Christians: we declare ourselves to be 
confessors of Judaism, and we shall seek now a 
union with the Jewish organization.’ But who 
knows what a more rewote future will bring? 
At least, we Jews can afford to wait. Let us 
leave this, however, to the course of historical 
development,—to Him who directs the stream of 
history.”’

The Old Believers, a sect of Russia, having 
been found guility of putting up a new church 
in Butkoff, have been sentenced to two months’ 
imprisonment, and the church has been confis- 
eated. And this is what the Russian-Greex 
Church calls religious liberty. 


The Episcopal Church almanac for next year 
gives the following statistics: Bishops, 61; 
priests and deacous, 3,314; parishes, 2,000; 
ordinations, 180: baptisms, 40.296: confirma- 
tions, 24,452; communicants, 322,713; Sunday- 
school scholars, 253,187; contributions, 86, 008, 
272.26. 


It is said that in 1806 there were twenty 
drinking-shops in Kittery, Me.; now there are 
none. Then there were about seveuty church 
members: now there are about 500. The popu- 
lation then was about 1.500; now it is over 
8,000. On the basis of 1806 there shouid be 
forty grog-shops, and only 140 church mem- 
bers. 

The Chicago District Conference will meet at 
the First Caurem Monday afternoon at 2 o’clock, 
and continue two days. There will be exam- 
ipations of local preacbers, and a series of ques- 
tions probounded antl answered, touching upon 
class-meetings, Sunday-schools, local preachers, 
Sunday-School Suverintendents, and other ad- 
juocts to church work. 


Chief Joseph's band of captive Nez Perces 
includes a considerable number of Presbyterian 
converts. A full-blood Indian by the name of 
Archie B. Lawyer, a licentiate of the Presbytery 
of Oregon, came from his distant home iu 
Idaho to preach to them. He reports that more 
than 100 profess to be Christians, and wish to 
be connected with the Presbyterian Church. 


The United Brethren Almanac for 1880 re- 
ports 4,355 churcoes, an increase of 169 during 
the vear; 154,796 members; increase, 2,565; and 
2.217 ministers, a gain of 65. The salaries of 
ministers amount to $343,055, against $346,415 
the previous year. The contributions for mis- 
sions reached $35,544, an increase of $1,657. 
The grand total of contributions was $661,662, 
an increase of 843,046. . 


The Presbyterians are preparing for their Ecu- 
menical Council in Philadelphia next year. At 
a meeting of the General Committee recently 
Dr. Schaff. who has been abroad partly in the 
interests of the Council, stated that we can 
get as many aml as great men in Philadelphia 
next year as we are willing to take care of. 
He said the American Committee must send 
them an invitation and provide for their free 
transportation. On these conditions they were 
anxious to come. Subscriptions were taken at 
the inceting, and between $5,000 and $6,000 was 
raised toward the expenses of the Council. 


The leading churches of Pittsfield, ! , 
Baptist, Congregationalist, and Methodist,;— 
unite in a peculiar sort of evangelical service in 
the suburbs of the city. The neighborhoods ere 
portioned off into preaching~districts, in one 2 
which each clergyman bpreaches one wee 
When he is done tat sends some of his deacons 
or elders there to conduct prayer-meetings and 
exhort the people.

THE BURIAL QUESTION. 


Lord Queensberry bas been creating a sensa- 
tion across the water by his recent peculiar ut- 
terances on the burial question. On bis return 
lately to England from South America, he 
found that there was some excitement about 
the burial of the late Lady Truro. She was 
buried in open wicker, near the surface of the 
earth Ginconsecrated), and without any religious 
ceremony whatever. One of the society 
jouruals,“ Vanity Far, said that the sanitary 
authorities ought to have prevented this, since, 
if it becomes a custom, Engl end will soon de- 
come a charnel-house.’’?’ Whereupon Lord 
Queensbderry wrote to that paper a strange 
letter, which has been widely copied and com- 
mented on. He says that he has left special 
instructions in his will that he shall be buried 
in the seme way as Lady Truro. He says the 
whole earth is a charnel-house; and, of the 
myriad beings that die, man’s body 
alone becomes a curse instead of a 
blessing to the earth. Coffins cheat the earth 
of the substance it needs and poison the 
water and air. As to the religious part of the 

uestion,’’ writes Lord Qucensberry, ‘the 
Christian religion will in no way interfere with 
a man being buried earth to earth if he wisbes 
it. Asto my own reason for refusing conse- 
crated ground, the reason is simply this: I am 
not a Christian, and will not allow at my death 
that my burial should give the lie to what I bave 
declared during my life.“ The Scotch papers, 
writes Moncure Conway, are furious, and pro- 
pose that Lord Queensberry shall be turned out 
of the House of Lords. Being a representative 
Peer who has to be re-elected by the Scotch 
Lords at the beginning of each Parliament. it 
may be done. it would be unique to havea 
Torr-Peer-martyr of heresy. ‘These opinions of 
Lord Queeusberry excite all the more attention 
because the Douglas family, to which he be- 
longs, is Roman Catholic; bis mother is an emi- 
neut lade in Catholic charities, and bis brother 
an eminent priest of the same religion at Har- 
row, near London. He himself has been hith- 
erto chiefly distinguished for his luterest in ath- 
letic exercises and bunting. , 

. M. C. A.—RAILROAD WORK. 


The International T. M. C. A. Committee have 
just issued an interesting document in the shape 
of a report of the recent conference of Railroad 
Young Men’s Christian Associations held at 
Alttoova. Pa. One hundred and ten Christian 
railroad men, from all grades in the service, 
were present. Papers approv’ng and advocating 
the work were read from Messrs. C. Vander- 
bilt. the New York Central; a: 
Mvers and R. F. Smith, of the Penn- 
svivania system of roads, and other 
prominent railroad managers. Ihe aim of the 
International Committee has been to organize 
Christian railroad men at the different railroad 
centres, and to open reading rooms, placing 
them and the social and religious work con- 
ducted in them under the charge of competent 
Christian men, called Railroad Secretaries. 
bere were preseut at Altoona Secretaries and 


Delegates from New York, Chicago, Cleveland, 


Columbus, Indianapolis, Louisville, Detroit, 
and other railroad centres. Full reports were 
made of the methods and usefulness of the 
work, and this pamphiet gives an account of 
seventy of these organizations of Christian rail- 
road men. Noone who reflects upon tbe vast 
interests represented by the railroads of the 
country can fail to be interested in the details of 
this useful work, which contemplates the benefit 
and best welfare of he vast army of men eo- 
gaged upon these lines of uraffic. So strongly 
does this work commend itself wherever it is 
wisely prosecuted, that in almost every instance 
where Railroad Secretaries are employed the 
railroad companies and officials co-operate in 
the support and in the maintenance of the social 
and religious work of which they have charge.

said refuse animal matter, was causing offensive 
exhalations, gases, stenches, and smelis, and 
that the same must be stopped; and that defend- 
ant also similarly notified Jason H. Shepard, the 
Vice-President of the Lilinois Drying Company, 
by letter, which letter was sent to said Shepard 
by Officer Lamb, of the Heaith Department; 
that the officers of the Company claimed that 
the conveyance of the refuse animal matter to 
complaiuant’s place of business in the Town of 
Thornton, without separating therefrom the 
gases and water which was contained therein, 
was too expensive; and that Dr. De Wolf said 
to the officers that if any of the water could be 
separated from the same by cold pressing he had 
no objection, but that he continuously and ver- 
sistently objected to the heating of such refuse 
animal matter at complainant’s place of business 
in the Town of Lake, and constantly insisted 
that the same should cease. Dr. De Wolf also 
denies that he ever expressed himself satisfied 
with the manner in which the Drying Company 
conducted its business, but, of the contrary, al- 
ways disapproved of the same, and notified the 
Company of such disapproval. 1 

And, as to the method, process, machinery, 
and chemicals referred to iu the bill of com- 
plaint, and in the affidavit of Joseph M. Hirsch 
thereto annexed, and which it is alieged in said 
bill of complaint the defendant, Oscar C. De 
Wolf, approved, the latter says thet prior to 
the organization of the lilinois Drying Com- 
pany, and early in the summer of 1877, Messrs. 
Oberndorf anu Meyer constructed at their place 
of business, near the present site of the works 
of the Illinois Drying Company in the Town of 
Lake, an apparatus for the destruction of gases 
arising from drying cylinders, including the use 
of chemicals, as described m tne affidavit of 
Joseph M. Hirsch. This was the apparatus and 
process described ana approved by Ur. De Wolf 
in the communication to the Medical J/ournal 
and Examiner tor December, 1877, and also in a 


ver read by him before the “ American Public 


lealth Assoctation.” Tais apparatus and proc- 
ess was satisfactory in destroying gases from 
the iron drving-cylinders then in use at Obdern- 
dorf & Mexer's: but Oberndorf & Meyer «at the 
same time When the apbaratus and process were 
being used, in 1877, were heating in wooden vats 
refuse animal matter preparatory to pressing 
and preparing the same for dryingin the eylin- 
ders, and the gases and vapors at times escaned 
from such wooden vats, and were not destroyed, 
decom posed, or controlled, and this was at the 
time pointed out by him to the person then in 
charge of the works, in presence of the Mayor 
and the Corporation Counsel of said city, who 
accompanied the Doctor to said premises. Dr. 
De Wolf, further answering, says that he be- 
lieves it possible to control, decompose, and de- 
strov the gases aris ng from refuse anima! mat- 
ter beated in wooden vats by the use of chem- 
icals, as described in the affidavit of the said 
Joseph M. Hirsch, but that the use of such 
chemicals, in sufficient quantities to be effective, 
would be very expensive, and the application of 
the same would require great and constant care, 
and he avers that prior to the time when com- 
plaipant’s license Waa revoked, as aforesaid, no 
chemicals or other preventives were used effect- 
ively by it in its business at the Town of Lake: 
but, on the contrary, noxious exhalations, and 
gases, and offensive odors, were allowed to es- 
cape. 

Great improvements have been, and are being, 
made in conducting the great industry at the 
Stock-Yards in such a manner as to cause the 
least possible offense to our community, and in 
this work of improvement the better class of 
proprietors heartily unite their efforts with the 
officials of the Health Department. That 
sources of offense yet remain is true, principal 
amougst which is the condition of the south 
forks of the river, but the Common Council 
has not yet thought it expedient to avoropriate 
the large sum needed for its improvement, 
though their attention has been repeatedly 
ealled to it by affiant. 

Alter three years of observation Dr. De Wolf 
thinks that, with care, scraps, offal, and blood 
may be rendered, the grease removed, and the 
remaining task stuff dried into fertilizers, if the 
material is treated atthe place of slaughter 
while perfectly fresh, and all processes hastened 
and carefully guarded; and itis also his opin- 
jon that one of the greatest improvements yet 
attemoted in this work is to cause the immedi- 
ate removal of ali offal, tank-stuff, and biood, 
not so treated at the place of slaughter, to a 
point distant fron the city; because in warm 
weather it decomposes with great rapidity, and 
there is as yet no practical means in operation, 
at or near our city, Dy which this material, when 
derom posed, can be recooked without causing 
great offevse. The Illinois Drying Com- 
pany and the Chicago Dryin Com- 
pany are the only houses within the 
police jurisdiction of the City of Chicago re- 
ceiving and collecting green offal and tank-stuff 
from ether houses; both of these corporations 
row have cars, tracks, and facilities for remov- 
ing such stuff ton distance, and the only ob- 
— on their part, to such removal, is the 

nereased expense of freightage: the Chicago 
Drying Company does pot reheat or recook 
any tank offal or refuse animal matter what- 
ever, or heat or cook apy raw animal matter or 
blood at its place of business, in the Town of 
Lake, but merely receives tank offal and animal 
matter atits piace of business, for the purpose 
of reshipment to other premises of the said 
Chicago Drying Company, about twenty-one 
miles distant from the City of Chicago, and 
that the said Chicago Drving Company has 
heretofore applied to the Health Department 
to recommend the issuing of a license to it to 
reheat and recook tank offal andrefuse animal 
matter in the same manner as has been 
practiced by the Illinois Drying Company, and 
ay" Health Department positively refused so 
to do. 

In May and June, 1879, the Company had on 
its premises, and at its place of business, in the 
Town of Lake, a large accumulation of oid 
pressed tank material, amounting to 8 
of tons, which it desired to dry at its piace of 
business, preparatory to the removal therefrom 
of the same, and the Company, by its ope

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NWEILSON’S 
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NEILSON’S CAREER. 

Lien Adelaide Neilson, it nas been authorita- 
tively stated, is now filling the last encage- 
ment she will ever playia this city, her purpose 
being at the end of her present American tour 
oretife permanently from the stage. When 
gp actress, still young, possessing unusual 
beauty, and in the flood of ber popularity, makes 
tuch u statement, that statement is liable to be 
jookea upon with skepticism, but from certain 
rumors touching acertain event likely to occur 
ip the life of the fair Adeiaide before she is a 

older, we may conclude that her retire- 
ment will soon become a fact. In view of that 
retirement, a few facts regarding the career of 
this disinguished artist may prove interesting 
to our playzoers, even at the risk of publishing 
tome particulers already in print. 

Unlike a number of the European geniuses 
of the lyric and the dramatic stage, she 
in der babyhood did not evince a precocity 
which foreshadowed greatness, nor was she first 
discovered at some country fair electrifying a 
rustic population. Probably had it not been for 
the penic in England about 1864 sne never would 

been heard of, for by that panic Miss Neil- 
son and her mother were nearly ruined, anu the 
girl then turned ber attention to a theat- 
rical career for the purpose of earning a liveli- 
Hood. She was born in Saragosa, Spain, in 1850, 
of mixed parentäge, ber father being a Span- 
jard,—and, a fact not generally known, a Count, 
=while her mother was the daughter of an En- 
giish clergyman. When she was quite a child 
her father died, and until the year of ber debut, 
when sbe was 15, her lite was svent in England, 
occasionally making brief visits to Paris, and 
while there attended the théatres, receiving im- 
pressions which have crept into her art work. 

It is generally imagined that the popularity 

of Miss Neilson has been attained in a night. 
Nothing could be more absurd. Never yet was 
there an artist who reached a pinnacle of sub- 
stantial eminence without a struggle, who ob- 
tained that eminence without earnest study, 
perseverance, and patience; and Miss Neilson is 
no exception to the rule. Those who have been 
charmed with the purity of ber enunciation, 
ber fine modulation, her graceful bearing, and 
ber appropriate action, would scarcely recog- 
pize in ber the lisping, stiff, and awkward girl 
who early in 1865 made her first appearance at 
the Theatre Royal, Margate, England. Her 
beauty was instantly recognized, but grave ob- 
jection was found with a certain peculiarity in 
ber speech which amounted to an impediment. 
This she overcame after being on the stage for 
year or two at the cost of no little effort. 

From Margate Miss Neilson went to the Roy- 
ty Theatre, London, opening in Juliet during 
duly of the same year, and during that engage- 
ment she played a succession of legitimate roles. 
These roles were, of course, far ahead of ber 
experience, but youth and beanty secured 
der a hearing, and like many an 
actress, fancying that the very fact of her 
appearance in such parts in a London theatre 
was sufficient to stamp her as a star, ehe started 
upon a tour in the provinces, which ended in 
disaster. Then our voung actress turned ber 
face toward London again, hoping to secure an 

engagement. The story of her failure had. 
however, reached the great metropolis before 
her, and no manager would for a time give ber 
an opening. Finally, in November, 1866, at the 
Adelphi, owing to the indisposition of Miss Kate 
Terry, then a promincct actress, the play then 
running was shelved, the old Adelphi drama of 
“Victorine ’? was revived, and Miss Neilson was 
specially engaged o personate the vision-seeing 
and coquetish Parisian embroideress. She 
achieved partial success, but ber succeas did not 
bring ber much popularity, Mr. Watts Phillips’ 
onee- popular melodrama, ‘Lost in London,“ 
was first plaved at this theatre in March, 1867, 
and Miss Neilson was fortunate enough to be 
east for the part of Nelly Armroyd. The Times 
said she acted with spirit and pathos, but told 
her that she had very much to learn in jhe way 
of natural and graceful gesticulation. 

Between this period and the opening of the 
season of 1868 Adelaide played all sorts of parts 
from Nan, the Good-for-Nothing, to Juliet, and 
then we find ber upon another tour of the 
provinces. During this trip, while she made no 
money, she begun to obtain glowing tributes 
from the critics. it was in September of this 

that she appeared as Hosalind in As You 
It” for the first time at the Theatre Royal, 
nburg, Scotland, and made an artistic suc- 
ess, but she could not get the people to come 
and see it. Leaving Scotland, and playing at 
intermediate towns to empty benches, she 
reached Birmingham. Night after night she 
vent upon the stage, and religiously performed 
part to rows of vacant seats and 
afew people buddled around the orchestra.

Perbaps the fairest estimate of Miss Neilson’s 
thorough command of what may be termed the 
technique of the stage can be framed after at- 
teadance at a rebearsa! of ove of the Shakspear- 
enn plays. She understands, not merely her 
owp business,“ but that of every performer 
to absolute perfection, and vo detalii of costume 
or of scenic attire escapes ber experienced eve. 
Her mastery of the stage manager’s craft 
may be said to be almost equal to that of Cal- 
vert or Fechter. Habit has made conformity to 
the necessities of the Shakspearean drama a sort 
of second nature to ber, but the knowledge of 
dress, drapery, and detail generaliy has not 
deen acquired without hard toil. 

CYMBELINE. 

For the first time inthis city Shakspeare’s 
“Oymbeline”’ will be produced on Monday 
evening, Miss Neilson playing the part of Jmo- 
gen, arole in which she bas won distinction 
elsewhere. Few actresses have ever been able 
to successfully portray this most difficult of 
Sbakspearean creations. Sarah Siddons, Ellen 
Fawcett, Miss O'Neill, are among those, we 
think, who have. For over six years Miss Neil- 
son has been studying the role of Imogen. Uf 
the play let us make an extract from Hazliit’s 


estimate of it. Cymbeline,“ saya that emi- 
nent critic, is one of the most delightiul of 
Sbakspeare’s bistorical plays. It may de con- 
sidered as a dramatic romance, in which the 
most striking parts of the story are thrown into 
the form of a dialog, and the intermediate 
circumstances are explained by the different 
speakers as occasion renders it necessary. The 
reading of this play is like going a ae poy with 
some uncertain object at the end of it, and in 
which the suspense is kept up and hightened by 
the long intervals between each action. The 
most straggiing and seemingly casual incidents 
are contrived in such a manner as to lead at last 
to the most complete development of the catas- 
trophe. The pathos in Cymbeline is not 
violent or tragical, but of the most pleasing and 
amiabie kind. Of all Sbakspeare’s women, 
Imogen is perbaps the mot tender 
and the most artless. Hers is the 
very religion of love. She all along relies 
little on ber personal charms, which sbe fears 
may bave been eclipsed by some painted jay of 
italy: she relies on her merit, and ber merit is 
in the depth of her love, ber truth, and con- 
stancy. ‘The other characters in this play are 
represented with great truth and accuracy, and, 
as it happens in most of the author’s works, 
there is not only the utmost keeping in each 
separate character, but, in the casting of the 
different parts, and their relation to one another, 
there is an affinity and harmony, ke what we 
may observe in the gradations of color in a 
picture. “In ‘Cymbeline,’ for instance, the 
principal interest arises out of the unaltera- 
bie tidelity of Imogen to her husband under 
the most trying circumstances. The plot is 
aided by the amorous importunities of 
Coten, by the tragical determination of 
Iachimo to conceal the defeat of his 
project by a daring imposture; the faithful 
attachment of /isanio to his mistress is 
an affecting accompaniment to the whole; the 
obstinate adherence to bis purpose in Belarius, 
who keeps the fate of the young Princess so 
long a secret, in resentment for the ungrateful 
returo to his fomer services; the incorrigible 
wickedness of the Queen, and even the blind 
uxorious confidence of Cymbeline, are all so 
many lines of the same story, tending to the 
same point.“ The full cast will be: Imogen, 
daughter of the King, Miss Neilson; Leonatus 
Posthumus, a British noble, Mr. Edward Comp- 
tou; Cymbeline, Mr. John Swinburne; Cloten, 
Mr. C. A. Bradshaw; Beariws, Mr. H. A.

American Horses in English Events 
Next Yéar. 


Important Spring Running Stakes That 
Close Jan. 1. 


Notes from the Road and Stable-Gossip from 
Europe.

STAKES CLOSING JAN. 1. 

The spring stakes of the Louisville and Lex- 
ington Jockey Clubs have just been made pub- 
lic. At Louisville there are seven events, as 
follows: The Alexander Stakes, for 2-year-old 
colts, $50 entrance, balf forfeit, with $500 added, 
half a mile; the Ladies’ Stakes, for 2-year-old 
fillies, same entrance and added money, half a 
mile; the Tennessee Stakes, for 2-year-old colts 
and fillies, same entrance and added money, 
three-quarters of a mile; the winner of the 
Alexander or Ladies’ Stakes tocarry five pounds 
extra. The Tobacco Stake, for 3-year-olds that 
have not won a race prior to Jan. 1, 1880, $50 
entrance, half forfeit, $500 added; $100 to sec- 
ond; mile heats. The Louisville Cup, for all 
ages, $100 entrance, $50 forfeit, $1,000 added; 
$200 to second; two and a quarter miles. The 
Merchants’ Stakes, for all ages, $50 entrance, 
half forfeit, $1,000 added, one and an eighth 
miles. The great American Stallion Stages, for 
sires; owners of stallions to subscribe the price 
of a season in order that the get of the horse 
may run. These stakes all close Jan. 1, and iu 
addition to them there will be run at the spring 
meeting the Kentucky Derby, forty-seven en- 
tries; the Kentucky Oaks, forty-four entries, 
each one and a half miles: and the Clark Stakes, 
twenty-six entries, two miles. 

The stakes to be run at the Lexington meet- 
ing, which close Jau. 1, are: The Longtellow 
Stakes, for 3-year-olds, the get of Longfellow, 
no entrance fee; $300 donated by B. F. Harper; 
mile heats. A sweepstakes for 3-year-olds that 
have net won prior to Jan. 1, 1880; 650 en- 
trance, halt forfeit; $250 added; $50 to second: 
mile beats. The Filly Stakes, for 2-year-olds; 
$50 entrance, balf forfeit; half a mile; ten or 
more to fill. The Colt Stakes, for 2-year-olds; 
same conditions and distance as Filly Stakes. 
The Coit and Filly Stakes, for 2-year-old colts 
and fillies: $50 entrance, half forfeit; $300 
added; three-quarters of a mile. A Selling 
Sweepstakes, for all ages; $25 entrance, p. p.; 
$350 added; one and one-half miles; winner to 
be sold at auction, the surplys over entered 
price to go to the sevond borser A sweepstakes 
for ali ages; $50 entrance, half forfeit; $500 
added; $50 to second; one and one-fourth miles. 
The Kentucky Stallion Stakes, for foals of 1879, 
rear-olds; entrance for each 
stallion $50, which is to go to the owner of the 
repregentative of the winning sires; 80 per cent 
to first and 20 per cent to second. Dead sires 
may be entered for this stake. The entrance of 
sires to close Jan. 1, 1880. Entrance for year- 
lings $100; $50 forfeit; $25 declaration if made 
on or before May 1, 1881, with $1,000 added; 
$300 to second, to close Aug. 1, 1880; one and 
three-quarter miles,

CARD-LEAVING. 


A Matter of Vast Importance to Fashion« 
ionable Ladies. 
New York Jom Journal. 

The immense burden which the present sys- 

tem of card-intercbange bas accumulated upon 
the shoulders of ladies in society calls for this 
piaint among thousands that never get into 
print. Modern visiting bas arrived as nearly at 
the ridiculous as it can well do. It is quite ad- 
missible—nay, it is fashion—to accept invite- 
tions from persons to whom we have never been 
introduced ; it is the fashion to seek, and strive 
for, invitations to houses whose host and hostess 
we, may be, do not know by sight, and perhaps 
would not speak to if we had the chance. The 
bigber ranks of society, once supposed to be of 
the most select,“ bave long set this example, 
and are in fact infinitiy less select in their “ ac- 
quaintance’”’ than the gentry and better middle 
classes. This practice enforces an enormous 
amount of card-leaving (still dignified by the 
name of visiting). 

How, indeed, canit all be managed? The 
day has but twenty-four hours. A lady who 
rises at 8, and does not entirely neglect her 
children and her household budget, finds no 
long space at her disposal before luncheon is 
announced. Indeed, it ofttimes happens that, 
after the necessary letter-writing is allowed for, 
she has barely time for the constitutional, which 
every one who values bealth requires, and can 
dest snateh in the morning. After luncheon 
she can either vay visits or indulge in her pur 
suit.“ if she have one—not both—before she re- 
torus for the pleasant tea-time, when one’s inti- 
mates are admitted. In the evening she probs 
biy dines out; perbaps goes to one or two 
parties afterward; and what time has there been 
ior reading, for thinking—for even that brief 
interval of rest whicb most women need at one 
end or other of the day, or in the middle of it? 
A very stropg woman can rise early, retire 
late, and be active all day, without suffering; 
but she is the exception, and society usually 
demands so much of those it recognises at 
all that late rising and much idleness soon 
become iudispensable to life. Is it not 
piteous to see how many hours are frittered 
away by wealthy, capable women in leaving 
cards on friends whom they devoutly hope, and 
seriously mean, to find not at bhome,—because, 
say, the last etiquet book has asserted that all 
cards must be left personally. Those hours of 
healtb and energy might be spent in cultivating 
those useless fingers,—iu feeding that poor hun- 
gry mind which, having nothing to grind, is 
grinding itself, which is incapable of a serious 
application of its faculties, and can evoive 
nothing but the Ixionie wheei of drawing-room 
small talk. 

But the dread of committing a solecism de- 
ters many, who feel the fashion of modern vis- 
iting to be a burden and a falséhood,—whbo 
make no true friends in the course of their 
ceaseless labors,—and who know that their posi- 
tion and that of their children wins thereby no 
security fn the event of its pivot, wealth, or 
rank, giving way; while those busyand coura- 
ceous women whocandidly confess their inability 
and reluctance to so waste their precious dava of 
life, and aamit that they never pay calls,“ are 
oiten made to pay for being wiser than their 
ne 


bors. 

hile some visits, such as those bald on at 
home days, and, of course, evening visits, 
which should be complimentary, since thev im- 
ply a real wish te meet, must be paid personal- 
ly, | bave always felt it a ridiculous and undig- 
uilled proceeding for a lady tospend an after- 
noon in the mere company of various footmen, 
—in these would-be exclusive days, too, whea 
to question aservant or to converse with a 
tradesman isheld infra de But what else 
does the afternoon-calling system amount tof 
You “call yourself“ in order that your man 
may hand your cards to the other man; but 
then yourself handed the card to your own 
servant—a quoi bon? It were more dignified 
to employ a recognized instrument lying out- 
side ali questions of rank—the National post— 
to communicate with an equal, unless the jour- 
nev to the house implied a wish to meet. 

Again, the waste of servants’ time, as well as 
our own, ought not to pass unconsidered by the 
philanthropic. With less persohal card-dropping, 
lewer servants would in time be — red, and 
common sense would de less outraged. For my 
own part, I think persons have no right to expect 
calls“ from brsy and intelligent friends now- 
adays, unless they devote an at-home day to 
their convenience. To such friends, if they 
really wish for a meeting, the time lost in jour- 
neys to find people out is more than disap- 
pointing—it is a sacrifice of some importance, 
for time sometimes means money, even among 
the gentry. A personal call ought to insure a 
meeting, if only fora moment. A mere formal 
reminder of one’s return to town ought to 
pass through the post or through a messenger: 
and it is surely no less fitly done by proxy than 
the sacred duties of tending one’s children. or 
ruiing one’s exchequer and a husband's com- 
tort, which are considered proverly vicarious. 

In Berlin a capital fashion is said to have 
been tried; somethug alter the manner of a 
clearing-bouse among bankers. ‘The merely 
tormal visiting-cards, such as those left after 
hospitality or absence, are by each family in- 
trusted to a responsible servant. All the serv- 
ants bave thetr weekly piace of meeting, club, 
or coffee-house, or whatever it may be. Here 
they exchange the batches of cards among each 
other, as instructed, and each servant brings the 
batch newly received from the neighbors’ serv- 
ants to his master’s bouse. The friend has been 
remembered, the compliment has been paid,— 
the call.“ in fact, has been made by proxy, 
and who is the worse? 

A suggestion made by a witty friend is worth 
adding: Send [said sbe] your visit by post fu 
the shape of a photograph,—a true carte de 
visite,—which would be not only a reminder, 
but an interesting ove, and which would give 
rise to conversation anc criticism such as now 
„follows a versonal visit, but sooner over. Let

e ‘call’; if very distant, send a card in even- 
12 or court dress; if more friendly, send one 
ic visiting or walking dress, It might be de 
rigueur never to send the same impression, and 
thus the expense inuvoived would be as flatter- 
ing as the bire of a brougham or the waste of 
half a day. No baa notion this, and one 
which, joking apart, migbt lead to a painless 
reform. 

it should be remembered that your value to 
society determines society’s indulgence. Many 
years’ observation has shown me that ladies 
who ‘“pever call” are not uoviversally 
„dropped.“ although I have often been asked 
the question by timorous devotees of fashion, 
who will travel as far as the Midland counties to 
drop a formal card after a bali! 

if you are of any value to society, society 
will let you do as you like. If you are of no 
particular value,—if you contribute nothing to 
society,—society will claim the “uttermost 
farthing ot ceremonial and vigilance, prac- 
ticaliy saying, Tour time is worth very littie, 
aud you may as well pay with a good deal of it 
what you cannot pay with anything else.” The 
practice of rashing about to houses where 
hostess und guests are strangers to each other, 
—begging for invitations, through mutual 
friends, in order to be seen dere (as though 
such means were not known to all), and the 
practice of perpetaaliv droppt cards into 
footmen’s bands through carriage windows,—a 
task which might almost he perlormed 4 
trained dog or pigeon,—is reducing to a s 
the pleasure and interest of an circle, 
and grinding to a blank many a mind wortby of 
better things.

EMONETIZING GREENBA 


Sound Views of Senator 
Blaine. 


He Is Steadfastly Opposed Thereto, and 
Wants Greenbacks Let Alone. 


Aveusta, Me., Dec. & 1879.—To the Editors 
of the Boston Journal: Your reporter met Mr. 
Blaine to-day when taking his long constitation- 
al walk at high noon. His house has been the 
centre and headquarters of all Republican con- 
sultations on the pending crisis, and, with the 
exception of a two hours’ walk about midday, 
he is kept indoors conducting a very large cor- 
respondence, answering calls, and holding con- 
sultations. He consented to remain a short 
time after Congress met, at the uvanimous re- 
duest of the Republican State-Committee and 
of many Senators and Representatives elect and 
their attorneys. His house has been the fort- 
ress from which the whole Republican fight has 
been made, and be has dove a surprising amount 
of work. 

After a few questions were asked and au- 
swered about the pending situation here, your 
reporter, joining in the walk, asked him what he 
thought of the financial situation at Wadhing- 


ton: 

I have been so absorbed here that I have had 
little time to give to anything else. To what 
particular point do you refer in your question 

I had special reference to the report of 
Secretary Sherman and its, various recommenda- 
tions.” 

I bave read that report with great interest. 
The fluancial exhibit which Mr. Sherman makes 
is most honorabie to our country, and does verv 
great credit to the Secretary. He has conducted 
the refunding of the public debt with ability, 
wisdom, and tact. The results are highly ad- 
vantageous to the Treasury and to the people. 
Mr. Sherman’s administration of the Treasury 


Department will remain a most memorable one 
in our financial history.“ 

How do you view the specific recommenda- 
tion that the legal-tender clause should be strack 
from the greenbacks, and that they should be 
left to circulate merely as Treasury rotes?”’ 

“*] should be compelled to vote against that 
propositio because I think it would worx 
great inj to the vast majority of the peo- 
pie of the whole country. The greenbacks are 
actually redeemed at only one point. — he Sub- 
Treasury in New York City. Now, suppose a 
man away down here in Maine, or out in lowa, 
or Texas, or Minnesota, or Oregon, owes a debt 
of say $5,000, and his creditors demand the 
gold. There st«ads the debtor with his $5,000 
of greenbacks with the legal-tender out of 
them, and the creditor refuses to take them. 
What can he do 

But wouldn’t all notes be given payable in 
currency, and thus the business of the country 
soon adapt itself to the change? 

Negotiable paper might soon assume that 
form, but that would cover a very smal! part of 
the debts of the country. Negotiable paper, 
payabie at a bank counter on a given day, aver- 
aging four months’ credit, ® generally given 
with a full understanding of its terms. But go 
all through the country aud take mortgages, 
due-bills, book «accounts, debts contracted 
by verbal understanding, judgments of the 
courts, and the thousand-aud-one forms of in- 
debtedness that spring up in the transactions of 
50,000,000 of people, and see what a tremendous 
revolution it would make to strike the deht- 
paying quality from 8340, 000.000 of paper money 
now in the hands of the people.” 

Baut the experience of the country since last 
January has shown that the people do not really 
care to handle the actual coin. 

‘Of course not, if they can have something 
equally good and more convenient, as the r. 
deemadie legal-tender note is. But strike the 
legal tender out, and with actual redemption 
only in the City of New York. you impart to 
gold an extrinsic value which it does not possess 
to-day. You might indeed create such exagger- 
ated notions of its possible value that you would 
have a panicky run after it, and in this scrambie 
those who live nearest tothe Sub-Treasury would 
have the best chance. If there is to be a race, 
we ought all to have a fair chance to start even. 
I don’t think it possible to get together enough 
greenbacks to drain all the gold from the Sub- 
— but the withdrawal of even twenty- 
five or thirty millions would produce a very bad 
effect, create a widespread scare, and embarrass 
business immensely throughout the country. 

** You don’t think it possible that so mucu as 
that could be withdrawn, do you?“ 

do not see why a great deal more would 
not necessarily be withdrawn. The National 
banks bold to-day from $75,000,000 to $100,000, - 
000 of legal-tender for redemption purposes, 
and if the legal-tender teature be struck out of 
the notes they would be compelled to redeem 
in com, and that coin thev would necessarily 
draw from the Treasury of the United Sta es. 

„Weil, don’t you think it better, on tne 
whole, to have each bank in the country redeem 
in coin? 

“Certainly, as soon as we have a sufficiently 
large accumulation of coin. Our stamp-speak- 
ers during the late campaign—the of 
the Treasury leading off—pointed out that the 
$330,000,000 of National-pank notes are actually 
redeemable only it legal-tender notes, and that 
the $347,000,000 of legal-tender notes are re- 
deemable in coin. This divides the load and 
makes the burden far easier. Will any one now 
say that, with $150,000,000 of coin on hand, we 
are prepared to throw the entire 8680, 000,000 o1 
paper money directly on the Treasury ior coin 
redemption! For that is the real point involved 
in the repeal of the legal-tender clause. 

Do you hold that the greenbacks now out 
shal! be always kept in circulation!“ 

“That is an entirely diferent question, though 
Secretary Sherman intimates that he sees vo 
a to the simple Treasury note, stripoed 
of legal tender, remaining a permanent part ot 
curreocy,—subject to increase or decrease by 
Congress. Does not this lesre the whole 
volume of our psper currency to be voted up or 
voted down according to the temper of Con- 
gress,—the most dangerous of all the heresies 
preached by the Greenback party!’ . 

Ido not quite appre nend your meaning.” 

„ Wpat I mean is this: The country has just 
emerged from a prolonged and very severe 
financial depression, and is getting into good 
condition again as rapidly as we could nossibly 
expect. Everybody is taking heart and hope 
for the future, and I cannot conceives better 
mode of checking the rising tide of prosperity 
than to throw the country into another angry 
financial excitement to carry out what is at best 
but a theory.“ . 

„ Theu you would let the legal-tender notes 
alone for the present, would you!“ 

There is every reason for so doing. The in- 
flux of coin is hourly increasing our financial 
strength, and will soon make us complete mas- 
ters of the situation. Aud then we may have 3

The past week has been musically me morable 
for the rentree of Carlotta Patti and the in- 
troduction of tour pew artists, Mr. Ketten, 
pianist; M. De Munck, ’cellist; Mr. Toedt, 
tenor; and Sig. Ciampi-Cellaj, baritone. ‘The 
concerts have been noticed in detail from day to 
day, leaving us only the necessity of a general 
summing-up, and this may be done in a very 
few words. Of Mme. Patti, it may be said that, 
though still a brilliant singer, she is not what 
she once was, Mr. Kettenis a clever pianist, 
with a considerable degree of spirit and dash, 
and many mannerisms, some of which are disa- 
greeable. In his smaller numbers, especially 
those requiring brilliant showmess, his playing 
was admirable, but in the only serious work 
which he did, the Second Rhapsody of Liszt and 
the A flat Polonaise of Chopin, he was un- 
satisfactory. It may be unjust to bim to say 
that he caunot play the Second Rhapsody, but 
it Is truth to say that he did not play it, while 
the Polonaise in his hands was only a show- 
piece, in the execution of which he omitted 
the essential sentiment and motive which un- 
derlie all of Chopin’s work. It, perhaps, is a 
little unfortunate that he came here heralded 
as the French Rubinstein, —a use ot terms 
rather difficult to understand. He is as far 
from the Sclavonie fury and “sacred flre of 
Rubinstein as Rubinstein is from the flippancy 
of Ketten. In breadth, dignity, and true 
artistic intelligence and repose he falls below 
the scale of the great artists, while in facility of 
execution, brilliancy, and showy work he holds 
afirstrank. The baritone has a voice of good 
quality and little besides to commend 
him. The tenor, Mr. Toedt, is of 
the gra o style, with a light, pleasant, smooth 
voice, which be uses very expressively in small 
work, such as songs and ballads. It lacks en- 
tirely the virile element; but his method is 
good, and his effect in singing is of that grace- 
ful, pretty sort which will never be offensive, 
though it would be much more taking ina small 
hall or parlor. In these respects he very much 
resembles Lotti, who used to sing here years 
ago. As asong-singer he is one of the very best 
we have ever had here. In all respects the best 
artist of the troupe is M. De Mufck, who as a 
*celio-piaver deserves to rank asa virtuoso. In 
all that makes an artist, he towers beach and 
shoulders above the others. His work is always 
dignthed, impressive, and legitimate, without a 
trick or a single appeal to sensation, and his 
playing upon this noble instrument is all the 
more welcome because, with the exception of 
Mollenbaner and Braga, we have had few really 
good ’cellists here.

DELANE. 


Late Editor of the London Times. 

The late English papers received by mail no- 
tice Mr. Delane, for many yesrs editor of the 
London Times, and recently deceased. The 
London Spectator gives the best criticism of bis 
strong and weak points. We make an extract: 

He at 24 was selected, by one of those flashes 
of insight which have occasionally distinguished 
the Walter family, to be editor of what was 
even then the most powerful journal in the 
world. Almost a boy, imperfectly educated, 
though on the regular Oxford lines, and with 
little experience outside the office, be was ap- 
pointed to succeed Sterling and Barnes, and 
within two years it was clear that he could in 
efficiency surpass them both. He seemed to 
have no need of experience. Writers of double 
his age and ten times his knowledge deferred, 
honestiv deferred. to his opinion. Cabinet Min- 
isters not only consulted,—tbhat is common,— 
but thoroughly trusted one who must have 
appeared to them an immature ‘lad; and 
the constituency of the paber, scarcely knowing 
bis name, manifested towards him a contidence 
which, except for passing moments, was never 
shaken. Long before he was 30, Mr. Delane 
was counted by all the initiated one of the small 
group who govern the United Kingdom, was as 
powerful as any Cabinet Minister, and was 
trusted with every kind of political and social 
secret. And, what was much more wonderful, 
nobody was ever much surprised. So strong 
was Delane, and so fully did he impress himself 
upon all political men who came in contaet with 
him, that no one of them ali ever wondered way 
he gave information to that very young man, or 
why he relied on his discretion, or wt y, if the 
opinion expressed were adverse, he revolved 
over and over again the justice of bis own. 
England is, of all countries, the one most com- 
pletely governed dy the middle-aged, but the 
— of Mr. Delane never struck any- 

ody; and there was no reason why it should 
strike them, for from the first there was in his 
business intercourse with other men and with 
the world no Mr. Delane. There was a quiet, 
plain-tongued man, who told them in the 
clearest and most unmistakable of English what 
the body of the middle-class of the United King- 
dom were thinking and saying, and had in nis 
speech something of the quiet authority of that 
class, their sovereignty over all departments. 
lf Mr. Delane wrote, or rather ordered an article, 
—for he seldom or never w — hat artſele ex- 
pressed this body of opinion. If he argued, his 
interlocutor might be sure he was being op- 
posed by a whole people. If he wrote, his letter 
had something in it of the power that comes 
from the innumerable bum of a nation. Mr. 
Delane was not a man of literary power,” or 
political originality, or acute political insight. 

He never wrote anything, be never, that we 
know of, suggested a measure, and he o¢casion- 
ally made atrocious blunders. Whenever, in- 
deed, the English people could tell him nothing, 
he was as much at sea as any other man. He 
was wrong from first to last about the American 
Civil War, ana wrong in a way that was not like 
him, for he never saw a truth patent to many 
inferior men, that whatever the merits of the 
quarrel, the North, which received from Europe 
week by week reinforcements superior to its 
losses, must inevitably win; and up to the last 
moment he believed, or allowed his writers to 
believe, that Sberman’s march into space” 
was the signal that the North had lost the game. 
He did not foresee the annexation of Nice and 
Savoy, which so nearly changed ali European 
history. He did not catch the feeling of the 
people about the French Colonels’ menares. He 
did not in the least perceive the gigantic strength 
of Prussia, or expect the overthrow of the Aus- 
trian supremacy in Germany. He had, in truth, 
no especiai insight into events Which oecurred, 
or might occur, outside Great Britain. He was 
not, in fact. on such subjects, helped by his gift, 
the gift which made up to him for the lack of 
any other qualification in which he happened to 
be deficient. 

There was something in his mental ear, some 
fineness of hearing, some power, which seemed 
now !ike an intellectual capacity, and now like 
a physical instinct, which enabled him to hear 
what the governing class of Great Britain were 
thinking about any given topic; and be was able 
to supply reasons and justifications» for that 
thought which made it, when they were read, 
stronger and clearer than it was before. He 
knew the opinion of that section of the English 
people whicb then bad power, and he repeated 
it; and, when he bad repeated it, it became more 
definit than before. This power, which in do- 
mestie affairs searcely ever, if ever, failed him, 
was the secret of his immense success as editor; 
it was so great that he could exercise it through 
writers other than himself, writers whom he did 
not always convert, and it has never, to our 
judgment, been satisfactorily or thoroughly ex- 
piained. 

In bis treatment of Ireland and Irish sub- 
jects, the London Times, under Mr. Delaue, was 
always the same; always expressed the same 
strong, brutal English impatience of a people 
who were uot satisfied with the English measure 
of justice and landlordism, and wanted sympa- 
thy and belp in their struggie for life; but he 
bad no sympathy for them, or patie nce for their 
complaints and griefs.

THORNER AND THE 
The O’Rourke brothers—Jim and 
in some respects the most 
sons at present connected with base-baww As 


negotiators tor a situation they are at 
but their experience this year has not as 
productive of good results as they had hopet 
for. Jobn, it will be remembered, plaved in 
Boston last year, and was one of the five men 
reserved by that Club at the League meeting 
just previous to the close of the season. Of 
course, if be refuses to play there, he is at lib- 
erty to sigu elsewhere, provided a club can be 
found that wants him. When the season was 
fairly over, John and Jim put their heads to- 
gether and mapped out a brilliant campaign for 
the winter. Jim, who played with the Proyi- 
dence Club last year, was not reserved by that 
organization, and was consequently at liberty to 
do ali the figuring fora job he chose to. He 
was offered a fair price te play in Providence 
another season, and, after assuring the of- 
ficers of the Club that nothing could give him 
gteater pleasure than to remain in that 
city, with the beauties of which he bad become 
enamored, purchased some stationery and be- 
gan an extensive correspondence. He wrote to 
the clubs at Chicago, Cleveland, and Cincin- 
nati, inquiring whether or not they were apx-

THE INFECTED DISTRICT. 

Mention was made the other day of the fact 
that, out of the total number of scariet-fever 
cases reported during the last month, a largely 
dispreportionate number came from the 
Neth Side. There were more from 
that section than from the two others 
combined, although the population of the North 
Division is smaller than that of either of the 
others, and, by reason of the greater elevation 
and sandiness of the soil, itis supposed te be 
healthier. This unusual state of affairs seemed 
to require investigation, and, for the purpose of 
getting at the facts more fully, a reporter took 
all the eases of scariet-fever and diphtheria 
(though there are not many of the latter re- 
orted from: the North Side) from the Ist of 
November down to yesterday, classified them 
bv districts, and then platted them on the fol- 
lowing diagram :

Putting Himself Right. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Curcaco, Dec. 13.—I am represented in an 
interview wirh your reporter Dec, 4 as having 
advocated the raising of saidon licenses to $200 
or upwards. Your reporter misunderstood me. 
I did not say 1 favored such an increase, but did 
say that a great many people did advocate it, 
claiming it would improve the business by re- 
dgcing the number of saloons. When the ques- 
tion of the increase of saloon licenses came up 
in the Common Council several years ago I was 
amember of that body, and then opposed the 
proposed raise by my vote and voice, and I am 
still of the same opinion. 

As to the increase in the price of beer next 
summer, I would say that, with the increased 
cost of barley and hops and all other material 
used by the brewer, together with the 
additional expenses, such as signs, spend- 
ing-money, ete., it will be impossible. 
to make and deliver a No. 1 beer, such as the 
brewers should do, for $8 a barrel. I have no 
faith fn anv increase in the price, as the brewers 
will not agree and stand dy any fixed orice; 
but if the sign expenses and “spending- 
money” could be cut,off, we could get along 
this year, hoping for cheaper barley and hops 
another year.

This the- 
ory is got true, as a general thing, nor in any 
great V ority of cases, the reasons for which, 
whether clear or obscure, need not be discussed. 
It is sufficient for my present purpose to ex- 

ress not ou sincere approval of the course of 

He TRIBUNE iu this matter of our National 
finances during the past few years in which I 
have had occas on to critically read it, but to 
exp my admiration of its success at all 
times in makiug plain and clear the fallacies it 
had to deal with, and the’ truths it labored 
to defend. Your success has been complete. 

It is foily to try to disguise the fact that 
nearly all our false theories orignate with the 
great moveyed men of the country in the effort 
to increase the value or the power of money by 
diminishing not its quantity exactly, but by re- 
ducing or degrading its substitutes This has 
been the case in all s,and in all countries, 
and mast be expec also to work in like man- 
ner with us. But we are justified in the hope 
that we live in an age, and have a diffusion of 
intelligence, honesty, and,courage among the 
masses sufficient to combat and defeat the few 
would-be masters of the many. Unfortunately 
for the great masses, their real friends have not 
only to fight the bold and arrogant enemy, but 
also have to contend with the large class of un- 
thinking and pliant tools,—weil-meaning at 
heart, perhaps, but a dreadful load to carry by 


| the friends of the right. 


It strikes me that our Chief Magistrate and 
our National Secretary come under this head to 
an alarming decree, to say the least. The Pres- 
ident should kaow that our greenbecks or legal- 
tenders are not a debt, in the sense be would 
pretend to have us understand bis worde. He 
ought to know that a sound financial policy 
will bring us money from all thecommercial na- 
tions of the earth”? only when we have some- 
thing which they want more than they want 
their money, and then their money will come to 
us quite regardless of our financial policy. Mex- 
ico bas a thousand times worse than no financial 
policy, and yet everything she bas that other na- 
tions want (which is very little, it is true) other 
nations pay her money for, on the spot. 
But we now have the best financial 
system of any nation we deal with. 
Not. a nation on earth has asrstem of finances 
to-day which works so fairly and justly to all its 
citizens, or subjects, as ours, and in only one or 
two small items could we improve it, not one of 
which is compined in the suggestions of the 
President or Secretary. A full and free coinage 
of silver and gold alike and ea death silence and 
cessation in anything like a change in our legal- 
tenders and bank currency for the next five 
years are the most important items of im prove- 
ment we migbt avail ourselves of. 

One question | wish to ask, and, to pave the 
way fora fairand clear answer, I will state a 
case now occupying my mind: One corner of my 
house, held up by a post, was found giving way, 
and, in order to repair it, I put under it tempo- 
rarily a wooden post, till | could supply a good 
iron post. A neighbor ve me the wooden 
post until he should have time to make me the 
iron post, whieh he is doing, and, when done, I 
will put it in place of the temporary wooden 
post.

Cer- 
tain it is that our 6400, 000,00 was, and is, a 
e gubstitute for that much’ silver and gold 
money, and we have used it as such, and are 
now using it, and the best interest of the Na- 
tion requires that we continue to do so, quite 
regardless of what other nations may think or

ART NOTES. 


Reception te Felix Regamey by the Acad- 
emy of Design. 

Prof. Felix Regamey, the French artist and 
lightning caricaturist, arrived in Chicago yes- 
terday from California on his way to the East, 
and the officers of the Academy of Design, in 
expectatior of his arrival, extended a reception 
to him at Hershey Hall last evening, which was 
well attended by the artists and their friends. 
The reception may be said to have taken the 
form of an entertainment. A rack, containing 
a number of large sheets of heavy drab paper, 
about six by five feet in size. was placed upon 
the platform, and the Professor proceeded to 
draw cartoons and sketches of birds, beasts, 
fish, landscapes, and statuary, in rapid succes- 
sion, much to the delight of the audience. 
He has just returned from a lengthy sojourn in 
Japan, whither he accompanieda French expedi- 
tion to study the Japanese mode of art. Most 
of his crayon sketches last eveuing were from 
the Japanese school, and his imitation was per- 
fect. Not being accustomed to speaking Englisb, 
his explahations were but indifferently under- 
siood by the assembly, but enough was compre- 
hended to show that the Japanese method of 
drawing is most unique and well worthy of care- 
ful study. The height of Japanese ambition ap- 
pears to consist in giving the greatest expression 
toan object with the fewest possible number 
of strokes. Every time the crayon in the hands 
of Prof. Regamey touched the papera new ex- 
pression was produced, and every line 
bad a distinct character of its opm. 
Whole = figures, trees, rocks bodies of 
water, and in fact entire landscape-scenes were 
drawu without once taking the crayon from the 
board. It was perfectly marvelous how much 
study could be realized from that small piece of 
crayon in the deit hands of the manipulator. 
He would commence at the most grotesque 
points of the object he wished to draw, and in 
an incredibly short space of time, an almost 
perfect work of art would be produced, with us 
much expression in it as could be produced by 
an ordinary artist with paint and brush in a 
month. About a dozen of these sheets were 
filied, and President Cochrane announced that 
the Professor had kindly donated them to the 
Academy of 2. where they could de viewed 
by tue public of Chicago at its leisure. 

The exhibitions of Prof. Regamey were inter- 
spersed with vocal and instrumental music, the 
former contributed by Mrs. Carrie Stacey, who 
pleased the audience greatly by singing two 
beautiful songs; and the instrumental portion 
by J. Clarence Eddy, who likewise contributed 
not a little to the enjoyment of the occagion by 
executing a selection or two upon th® large 


organ. 

A recess of ten minutes was taken in the midst 
of the entertainment, and many im- 
proved the opportunity by going forward and 
shaking hands with the distinguished guest. 
The entertainment was a pieasing and profitable 
one, and every person present feit that he or 
she had been amply repaid for attending.

Holding a Mass-Meeting for the 
Purpose of Organizing. 


Letter from Mr. Holmes to the Employes 
of His Road. 
—— — 

A mass-meeting of the street-car conductors 
and drivers of the city was beld last evening at 
No. 7 Clark street. Between 200 and 300 were 
in attendance, principally West Side men, and 
the meeting was well- regulated and orderly. 

At balf-past 9 o’cloek the meeting was called 
to order by O: W. Turner. This gentleman read 
THE FOLLOWING CALL, 
which had been posted in the car-stables about 

the city: 

Notice! There will de a meeting of the con- 
duetors and drivers of the street railways of the 
City of Chi at No. 7 Clark street Saturday 
evening, Dec. 13. to commence at 9, for the pur- 
pose of forming an association fer the advance- 
ment of their social and pecuniary interests. The 
above-mentioned meeting is not for the purpose of 
inciting strikes, disloyalty, rebellion, or enmity 
and discord between employer andemploye. Ali 
are earnestly requested to de in attendance. By 
order of Committee. 

After the reading of this notice, the gentle- 
man explained the objects of the meeting at 
some length. Temporary officers were then 
called for, and Mr. Turner Was elected to the 
chair, Mr. Kenny being chosen to act as Secre- 
tary. 

The Chairman called for remarks from inter- 
ested parties, and Mr. Barnum was the first one 
to respond. He said that he was surprised that 
the railway men had not taken this step before, 


as he was sure it would be of great benefit to 


them and their families. The speaker gave 
statistics as to the number of men emplored on 
the street-raitway Ines in the city, and said that 
a large fund could be raised by nominal assess- 
ments. Mr. Barnum was liberally applauded. 
Mr. Parkerson, a member of the Butchers’ and 
Packing-House Benevolent Association, was 
called upon to explain the benefits of his Union. 
He thought that the railroad men were taking a 
step in the right direction. He advised them to 
BEWARE OF INTEMPERANCE, 


as that was a great drawback to the success of 
associations of the kind they proposed to organ- 
ize. He thought from the numbers present that 
they were in 4 fair way to do well. 

Mr. Parkerson was called upon to read the 
constitution and by-laws, proposed by Mr. 
Turner. This was a voluminous ana comp 
cated document, but the men seemed to be 
much interested in its reading. 

After some debate as to its merits, it was 
finally referred to a committee of nine, three 
from each division of the citv. This Committee 
was made up as follows: West Side, Messrs. 
White, Connelly, and Norton; South Side, 
Messrs. Stokes, Rossman, and Ayres; North 
Side, Messrs. Goss, ——, ——. The North 
Siders were not well represented, and they were 
allowed time to fill out their branch of the Com- 
mittee. This Committee were ordered to report 
at the meeting to be neld next Saturday evening 
at the same place. 

The tollowing extracts from the constitation 
will serve to explain the objects of the Associa- 
tion : 

Name—Thise Order shall be known as the Chi- 
cago Street- Railway Benevolent Association. 

Cbhjects—The objects of this Order shall be: 

1. Mutual assistance in business and in procur- 
ing employment. 

2. To create greater love for our homes, country, 


and God. 
3. To teach obedience and fidelity to the laws of 
our country and the laws of our own creating. 


183. To bind together by the ties of fmendship, 


mented by brotherly love, the members of the 
Order in one common brotherhood for the ad- 
vancement of our pecaniary interests. 

The meeting adjourned at 11 o’clock. Much 
dissatisfaction was expressed by those present 
at the absence of the North and South Side 
men. 

THE SOUTH SIDB. 


The following letter bas been sent by Supt. 
Holmes, of the South-Side Street Railway Com- 
pany, to the men iu its employ: 

The writer has always desired a frank and satis- 
factory understanding with every man in the em- 
ploy of the Company, and it is from a wish to pro- 
mote this that I send you this letter. 

It being rumored a few days ago that some of the 
conductors and drivers were members of a Union, 
organized, it was believed, to further schemes det- 
trimental to the Company and full of injury to the 
men and their families, a paper was presented on 
the lines supposed to be effected, which it was en- 
tirely optional with the men to sign or not as they 
uw fil. in order to impart information to tbe of- 
ficers of the road which would enable them to act 
intelligently and do no injustice toany. Many 
promptly and cheerfully signed the paper, and al- 
most all who did not expressed themselves as hav- 
ing no sympatby with any such Union. 

This response was very gratifying to the man- 
agement of the road. 

It has, however, come to my knowledge that 
some of the men have the impression that by not 
siguing the paper their standing with the Company 
has been impaired, and I write this to assure you 
of the contrary. 

The refusal to sign the paper will work no harm 
to any one. 

It may be the paver was not presented to you at 
all. However this may be, I shali consider ita 
favor if you will send me a letter, within two days 
from the date hereof, and you are requested so to 
do. expressing your feelings and intentions re- 
garding any such Union as that proposed. Such a 
letter will prevent any misunderstanding, and re- 
move all doubt on the subject. 

The undersigned is anxious that ail employes 
who have at heart the welfare of the Company 
should feel fully assured of the permanency of 
their — for the befiefit of themselves and 
families. 

There have been marked improvements made in 
the last few years in all departments of the road, 
and what you bave contribated toward this is 
gratefully appreciated. Much yet remains to be 
done, and the welfare ot all concerned can be 
more surely and quickly advanced by a fuil under- 
standing and a hearty co-operation. On no other 
basis ie it desirable or consistent to proceed. If 
there are grievances on the part of any of the.em- 
ployes, the management of the road is always 
ready to listen to the same, and, so far as consistent 
with ſts many obligations, seek a remedy; but this 
can be secured only by patient endeavor inspired 
by friendship and loyalty, and only persons so 
dlepeseé have any right to remain in the Company's 
employ. 

Out of my personal regard for you, and my 
sincere desire to render, as far as [ can, your rela- 
tions to the Company permanent and pleasant, 
have I thus frankly written to you, and I trust this 
letter will be received in the same spirit of friend- 
ship in which itis written, and receive a response 
as honest and as frank.

In your issue of the 10th inst. there is a com- 
munication signed by James A. Gardner, for- 
merly of a Missouri Regiment,“ as to the rank 
and service of Gen. Martin Beem, who was for- 
merly a most efficient officer of my first com- 
mand in the late War, the Thirteenth Regiment 
of Missouri Volunteers. I never had a braver 
nor better soldier than Martin Beem. At the 
terrific battle of Shiloh—one of the most im- 
portant of the late War—i had him promoted 
from the ranks, while a mere boy, for most sig- 
nal bravery at that battle, and at the time Gen. 
Sherman says the conflict raged hot test, and the 
evidence of this is that in a lew moments I lost 
my Lieutenant-Colonel, Major, Adjutant, Ser- 
geant-Major, and other officers off the fleld. 

Afterwards, at the severe battle of Corinth in 
October, 1862, when Og¢lesby was wounded and 
made Major-General, Beem performed other he- 
roic services which caused him to be promoted 
to First-Lieutenant of the Twenty-second Ohio, 
to which the Thirteenth Missouri had then been 
changed. His subsequent services and career I 
am not so familiar with; but I know that he 
was breveted for gallantry in the War and in 
the West, obtaining and justly deserving the 
rank and title of General.

REAL ESTATE IN BROOKLYN. 


According to the statements of the New York 
Sun, The taxes und assessments in arrears in 
Brooklyn amount to over $10,013,625, und hey 
are largely upon — lots, which are not 
in many instances Worth a quarter of what is 
due tothe city from them. The property bas 
been looked upon by its owners as confiscated 
by the city, and they have abandoned it. The 
city, to meet the deficiency caused by the fail- 
ure to collect the taxes assessed upon this prop- 
erty, has had toissue bonds to be redeemed 
when the taxes are collected, aud these 
bonds are a part of the city debt. As a collec- 
tion of what is due the city seems impossible, a 
number of compromise measures have been 
favored by Mayor Howell and other city oh- 
cials, some of which will probably take shape at 
the next session of the Legislature. There has 
been no sale of property for arrears of taxes 
since 1872, and then the city find.ag no pur- 
chasers was obliged to buy the propertyin. It 
bas been retaxing the same property ever since 
and annuaily increasing the arrears to be met.“
